AS the Reichstag cannot possibly reach the 
measure before the winter session, it is gen- 
erally ‘believed it is published now to stop 
discussion based on mere suppositions. As 
to the provisions of the bill one is tempted 
to believe the penitentiary sentence, which 
is provided only for illegal strike or lockout 
proceedings that involve the impairment of 
imperial or state defenses, or endanger 
life or public health, was introduced solely 
to enable the Kaiser to Aae his word, in 
part, at least. 
Aside from the unparalleled, severity of 
the penalties, which even Conservative 
journals hardly defend, the political wisdom 
of the proposed law in the present situation 
of Germany is subject to grave doubt. 
Whether passed or defeated, its mere dis- 
cussion will inevitably. and irrevocably drive 
labor unions completely into the ranks of 
the Social Democrats. 

The adoption of the rule formally exelud- 
ing non-Socialist organizations by the re- 
cent Frankfort labor congress should have

Even the 
National Liberal papers, which most nearly 
represent ihe great.

Little Rock, Ark» June 2.—[Special. ]—The 
arrest in New York of George Beauregard 
Barrow, formerly of Little Rock, on the 
charge of kidnaping little Marion Clark, 
has caused intense interest throughout this 
section, where his father and family. are 
well and fayorably known. -No one can be 
found in Little Rock, however, who is sur- 
prised. 

George nad an event career in this city. 
He was continually in trouble and several 
times his father has been called upon to 
help him out of serious scrapes. Judge 
John C. Barrow, his father, is one of the 
most prominent as well as one of the 
wealthiest persons of Little Rock. He has 
another son, who ts just the reverse of 
John Barrow Jr. represented this 
county in the late Legislature. 

It seems that George has had a manta for 
kidnaping. He was the instigator of several 
plots to steal sons and daughters of wealthy 
people to obtain’ money for their return. 
Two notable cases were recalied today. He 


had about succeeded in kidnaping George C.

Madrid, June 2.—The Queen Regent opened 
the Cortes today with the usual ceremonial, 
and in the speech from the throne announced 
that the Marianne (Ladrone), Caroline, and 
Palaos (Pelew) Islands were ceded to Ger- 
many by the late Spanish Cabinet. 

During the course of her speech, her 
Majesty said. | 
At the opening of the Peltes all the sor- 
rows which have wrenched our hearts, 
through the disasters which have visited our 


country, are reawakened. We must pre- 


serve sadness in order to derive experience 
therefrom, but the woes of our country are 
of such a nature that reticence and silence 
avail better than complaints. 

When peace with the United States was 
concluded parldamentary troubles caused a 
change of Cabinet, and the present Cabinet 


was formed. Under the constitution it be- 


longed to me to ratify the treaty by laying 


it before the Chamber. 


Last of the Colonies. 


There remained under our control the 


Carolines, Palaos, and most of the Marianne 
Islands. But the former Cabinet believed 
it useless for Spain to retain such minor 
appandages of our ancient empire, and 
signed with the German Emperor a conven- 
tion offering to cede these territories under 
the law, which would be submitted immedi-: 
ately to the Chamber. 

“Our foreign relations are cordial and 
friendly.

There are many islands in the Pacific which 
are thousands of miles apart, and they have 
been taken by different powers and aban- 
doned. The only possible use which can be 
made of them is for the purpose of refuge 
and for coaling ships, Otherwise they are 
useless and a hea upon Pe people 
at home. ee: 


United States Has the Best. 
“ The government has the best islands in 


laa Pacific, which include the Hawalian 


group, the Philippines, a coaling station in 
the Samoan group, and the Island of Guam 
in the Carolines. 

“It will be remembered Guam was ceded 
to us by Spain at the conclusion of the war 


and of course it will not be affected by the 
transfer of the group, Some people might 
see a cause for irritation between Germany 
and the United States because of the proxim- 
ity of Guam to the German possessions in the 
Carolines, but I 2 not view the matter in

Palao Islands to Germany brings that coun- 
try into closer relations with the possessions 
of the United States in the far Pacific. Ger- 
many has long endeavored to secure tne 
Caroline group, and at one time actually 
seized one of the islands. A rupture with 
Spain was narrowly averted. Pope Pius IX. 
was invited to mediate between Spain and 
Germany as to their rival claims for the 
islands, and he decidéd in favor of Spain. 
W withdrew its pretensions. 


Dutited States Wanted Them. 

During the negotiation of the treaty of 
peace between the United States and Spain 
last year the American commissioners 
sought to secure one of the Caroline Is 
lands. for a cable and coaling station, but 
Spain declined to consider any proposition. 
At the same time it was reported Germany 
had made overtures to Spain for the pur- 
chase of the islands. Premier Sagasta at 
the time announced the Cabinet had de- 
clined to entertain any proposals from Ger- 
many until after peace had been restored 
between Spain and the United States. The 
announcement of Premier Silvela yester- 
day indicates — had concealed the 
real facts. 

The Caroline or Palaos (or Pelew) and 
Marianne (or Ladrone) groups form impor- 
tant connecting links between Hawall and 
the Philippines and are of considerable value 
from a purely strategic point of view. In 
the event of war between the United States 
and Germany the three groups, in the pos- 
session of Germany, cut the Ameriean line 
of communication to the Philippines and 
might be a distinct menace . the interests 
ot the United States. 


Pelews of Little Value. 
The Pelew Islands are directly east of thé 


southern portion of the Philippine archipela- 


go. The Carolines are north by east of the 
Pelew group, while the Marianne, or 
Ladrone Islands, as they are better known 
in this country, still north and east ot 
the Carolines. 

The United States is already in possession 
of Guam, the principal island of the Mart- 
anne group, it haying been formally ceded 
to this country by the treaty with Spain. 

The commercial value of the three groups 
is yet to be discovered, Under Spanish rule 
they have never been developed, Spain be- 
ing. content to merely hold possession. They 
have no Spanish settlements, garrisons be- 
ing maintained at the, most important points 
and visited once a year by a Spanish cruiser. 

The Carolines have an aggregate area of 
about 1,000 square. miles and an estimated 
population (native) of 28,000. They are di- 
vided into numerous ups. The weer |

The climate of UValan Island, which is by 
far the most important of the large number 
now ceded to Germany, is mild and agree- 
able. The inhabitants are of the Malay 
race, not warlike, and are excellent sailors. 

The Carolines were discovered in 1543 by 
Lopez de Villalobos, a Spanish navigator, 
and were named in honor of Charles v. 


Ladrones More Valuable. 

The Ladrone (or Marianne) Islands are 
considerably to the north of the Carolines. 
They are of volcanic formation, mountain- 
ous, well watered, and well wooded. They 
are extremely fertile, and the soll is pro- 
ductive of sugar, rice, corn, tobacco, cotton, 
and indigo. Bread fruit, bananas, and co- 
coanuts grow in profusion. The climate 
is ideal, being tempered by the trade winds. 

The principal islands of the Ladrone group 
are Guam (belonging to the United States), 
Rota, Aguijan, Saypan, and Tinian. Guam 
was the Spanish seat of government for the 
islands and was captured by the United 
States during the war with Spain. It pos- 
sesses a fine harbor, easily fortified. — 


ne Ladrone Islands were discovered by 
Magellan in 1521. He named them the La- 
drones because of the thievish disposition 


of the natives. In 1667 the Jesuits formed 


a settlement there and pechysstened the is- 


lands Marianne.

She became quiet after this and “at 4 
o’clock Mrs. Ettinger left the room for a 
short time. During her absence the girl put 
on a sailor hat and left the.house. Persons 
in the neighborhood.of the Ch o, Milwau- 
kee gnd St. Paul crossing saw her walking 
near the railroad tracks a few minutes be- 
fore 5 o'clock. She sat down finally upon a 
log near the tracks and remained there 
until the train came.

EDITORIAL STIRS CARRIERS. 


Official Organ of Railway Postal Olerks 
Charges the Men Who Deliver Let- 
ters with Too Great Greed. 


Crittcism of the letter carriers of the chi- 
cago posteffice has been aroused by an edi- 
torial which appeared in yesterday’s issue 
of the Railway Mail, the official organof the 
United States railway mail service, which 
the carriers say reflects on their motives 
in holding a recent meeting to secure an 
advance in their salaries. The portion of 
the editorial which they consider especially 
objectionable is as follows: 

The cheekiest, most persistent, and least de- 
‘serving of all legislation seekers are the letter- 
carriers. They are again out after the stuff.“ 
and demand that the next Congress raise their sal- 
aries from $1,000 to 81.200. In lieu of any valid 
argument in favor of such increase they rely on 
a $200,000 corruption fund to get in ita efficient 
work. The fact is that they have received a recog- 
nition beyond their just deserts. No work per- 
formed by any class of postal employés requires 
less average intelligence or mental application 


than theirs. | . 
There may be, and doubtless are, superior men 
among the letter-carriers, but their occupation 
imposes upon them only the most ordinary de- 
mands. In reality their work is no more to be 
compared with that of the railway postal clerk 
than the common laborer to the skilled artisan, 
yet the Jetter-carrier is today better paid than the 
postal clerk. By his vociferous demands and 
brutal methods he has heretofore overawed all 
other claimants for Congressional consideration.

Sweden Fears Russia. 

A new gspect of the Finnish question is 
present o us by a responsible Swedish 
correspondent, and we think it useful to 
direct public attention to it. The Swedes 
are much exerciged over the late Russian 
move, because they see in it an ultimate 
menace to, their own national independence. 
If one looks at a map of Europe it will, be 
observed that any army corps occupying 
Finland could in 4 comparatively short time 
swing round the northern end of the Gulf 
of Bothnia and attack Stockholm. That 
frontier is now wholly undefended, because 
the idea of an attack from the autonomous 
Duchy of Finland seemed hitherto absurd. 
But now that Russian regiments and Rus- 
sian officers are to be stationed there the 
situation seems, from the Swedish point of 
view, to have been seriously changed for 


the worse.

The Swedes in fact are 
cussing the possibility of eventual Russian 
designs on Scandinavia. One aspect of the 
situation is certainly serious. For the one 
craving of Russian statesmen has always 
been an ice-free port, and on the Atlantic 
coast of Norway, say even at ‘Trondhjem, 
that outlet may be had. It could easily be 
connected, through Finland, with the great 
transcontnental Hine which the Czar is 
now building, and the plan, therefore, of- 
fers obvious advantages both from a com- 
mercial and from a strategical point of 
view. The Swedes are asking themselves 


| whether England would stand, by and see 


such a catastrophe come about, as she stood 
by and saw Denmark dismembered. We do 
not indorse their fears; we simply state 
them. But it is @ problem worth the con- 
sideration of those who indulge in an in- 
telligent anticipation of events. London

British Officer Eaten. 
Reuter's agency has received full details 
of the killing and eating in tin of of Cap- 


tain Maurice Bell, British militia officer, who 
last year left England for Congo in the 
service of the Free State.

8 conditions have made it impossi- 
ble for St. James’ Episcopal Church to con- 
tinue under its old — system. From 
being located near the homes of its liberal 
supporters it has become largely a down- 
town parish. Those who refited the pews in 
the early days and made it one of the wealth- 
fest churches in the city are for a great part 
either dead or have moved out of the parish.. 

There is no danger of serious financial 
stringency, but the irregularity of the in- 
come has made it nec y to propose the 
envelope system of contributions, by which 
members of the congregation may pledge 
themselves to pay so much a week. This 
has been done in a circular letter which has 
deen recently sent out to the congregation. 


Church Issues a Circular. 


‘This circular 18 Signed by W. D. Kerfoot, 
©. A. Street, Henry Bausher, S. P. Childs. 
and Hamilton 8. Hall, Committee on Church 
and Parish-House Maintenance. It states 
the case of the church as follows: 

It must be an evident fact to you that St. 
James’ is rapidly becoming a down-tawn parish. 
Many of the families who formerly lived in the 
immediate neighborhood of the church have 
moved farther north, and, while their interest in 
this grand old parish is the same, their attendance 
is less frequent, and hence there has been a de- 
cided falling off in the income necessary for the 
maintenance and support of the church and its 
work. There are also a vast number of people 
living in the neighborhood of the church who 
are regular attendants, some of whom rent pews, 
and others do not. The latter enjoy our services, 
call upon our clergy in case of sickness or death, 
and vet, so far as we know, contribute little to the 
support and maintenance of this church. of 
course those who have the interests of this parish 
most deeply at heart are desirous that everybody 
should be welcome, and that the offices of the 
church should be extended to all; but the vestry, 
especially the Finance committee, have known 


tor some time past that the amount of money re- 


ceived from pew rents and the Sunday collections 
is not sufficient to pay the running expenses of 
the church and to continue the services as here- 
tofore, and that some method must be adopted to 
meet this difficulty. The most promising plan to 
increase the income that suggests itself to us is 
‘the adoption of the envelope system for church 
and parish house maintenance, and if everybody 
attending and enjoying the privileges of St. 
James’ Church would pledge themselves to con- 
tribute for fifty-two Sundays in the year, no 
matter how small an amount, we are satisfied 
that these pledges, in connection with the pew 
rents, would leave no shortage, such as we have 
had in the last few years; and we are confident 
that if this plan is adopted it will do away with 
the frequent appeals made from the chancel. 

| lains Finances of Parish. 

“ The sending out of this circylar,’’ W. D. 
Kerfoot said, should not lead to any fear 
the church is in financial straits. Weonly 
want a fixed and steady income. We have 
a small debt, but that is not bothering us, 
and the amount we are running behind is 
only about $2,000 * This shortage is 
being paid out of the regular Easter collec- 
tions, which amounted to more than $4,000 
this year, but we desire to avoid making 
any appeals for money from thechancel. In 
,former years there never was any such diffi- 
culty, but then the old members of the 
church were alive and contributed magnifi- 
cently. It is to call attention to the facts 
that the circular has been sent out. Another 
difficulty is.our parish-house, which has been 
in operation for about three years.

Eaton, as 
now constructed, though dear to the Duke, 
fs an object of intense horror to his relatives 
and family, 
looks vulgar, parvenu, and like a hydro- 
pathic establishment. The Duke's eldest 


son, the late Earl Grosvenor, who succumbed . 


to exposure while engaged in his favorite

Buildings and Grounds Committee Will 
Try to Secure Larger Appropriations 
for Buildings Already Planned. 


‘The Buildings and Grounds of 
the Board of Education will endeavor to se- 
cure an increased appropriation for certain 
school buildings which have been author- 
ized, but which, it is claimed, cannot be 
‘erected on the amounts at present allowed.

MANDELBAUM KILLS SELF 


CHIEF DEPUTY CORO DIES AT 
HIS non IN JACKSON BOULEVARD. 


Wife Hears the Report of the Re r 
a Bedroom—Faints at the Sight, but 

‘Revives and Calls for Help—Friends 
Believe the Official’s Taking Of an 
Accident—Police Say It Is a Suicide— 
Cause Not stated. 


Meyer Richard Mandelbaum, Chief Deputy 
Coroner of Cook County, shot himself be- 
hind the right ear last night at 8 o’clock in 
his bedroom, 322 Jackson boulevard, and died 
before those who heard the report of the 
revolver had time to reach his side. 

Mrs. Mandelbaum, who was in the kitchen 
adjoining the bedroom, fainted soon after 
she reached the room where her husband 
lay. Recovering her senses in a few mo- 
ments she shouted from the front window, 
and her cries brought Patrick Malloy of 
Desplaines Street Police Station to the 
house. He was followed immediately by 
Leon Stapleton, 316 Jackson boulevard. 

Coroner Berg and Dr. Joseph Springer, 
Coroner's physician, were sent for at once. 
They found the dead Deputy Coroner lying 
on the floor, his left arm at his side and his 
right arm under the bed. He was partly 
disrobed and a revolver lay near by. On 
a small dresser not, two feet away was a 
large clot of blood. e 

Say Death Was Accidental. 

Mrs. Mandelbaum was too much pros- 
trated to be able to give a coherent account 
of the shooting. Friends the dead man 
and Coroner Berg are emphatic in their be- 
Hef that death was due to accident and not 
suicide. — | | 

“There was no réason for Mr. Mandel- 
baum to commit suicide,”’ the Coroner. 
“TI was with him in his office most of the 
day, and left him at 6 o'clock, just two hours 


before the shooting. I learn from Mrs. 


Mandelbaum that he arrived home at 7, had 
supper, and then went into his bedroom to 


dress, preparatory to filing an evening en- 


gagement somewhere in the city. » | 

My theory is that he reached down to 
the bureau drawer to get his revolver, and 
in doing so the trigger hit the edge of the 
drawer and the revolver exploded, The bullet 
struck him above the right ear and lodged 
back of the frontal bone.” |
